Wendell Holmes prepared a biographical 
sketch of the lamented John Lothrop Mot­ 
ley, the well-known American historian, 
who w&9 formerly Minister of the United 
States at both the Court of Austria, and the 
Court of St. James. With this paper as a 
basis, Mr. Holmes has prepared a Urger 
biography of Mr. Motley, introducing some 
controversies into which the society could 
not feel called to enter, and some details 
which the narrow limits of the first draft

it is an admirable book, and is a9 fascinat­

In the language of the 
New York Tribune the work may be re­ 
garded as a "memorial of personal friend­ 
ship, dwelling with afiectionat? enthusiasm 
on the intimate traits of character which 
rendered Mr. Motley the object of an al­ 
most idolatrous attachment with a large 
circle, and revealing the private graces 
and virtues which were never eclipsed 
amid the splendors of his literary renown.”

W a sh in g to n , Jan. |10—General Sheri­ 
dan has addressed a letter to General Sher­ 
man on the Burnside army bill Unsays : 
"I have carefully examined itfand give to 
that portion which covers the general 
administration of the army my hearty 
approval. It defines the duty of the Sec­ 
retary of War {and the fcGeneral of tbs 
Army, aud eau any candid tmau;object to 
what 
should 
be 
an 
expression 
of duties which belong to each. The su- 
preme power of the Secretary is acknowl­ 
edged, and the whole system ot army ad­ 
ministration Is made homogeneous through 
out. Heads of bureaus lose individuality 
which I think should not be claimed by 
any officers holding a commission and 
subject to army discipline. As to the reor­ 
ganization of the army under the bill I can­ 
not give it my cordial support. I mink the 
present organization good and well suited 
to our western frontier. I think it unfor­ 
tunate to diminish the cavalry strength. 
What is wanted is to give the present reg 
iments more solidness. The bill bears the 
heaviest on the line, where no loss is sus­ 
tained by 
the 
staff 
department, 
except 
changing 
of 
duties. 
The 
staff should be cut down to the figure id 
the bill. It would be best if it could be 
done by slopping prom otion in the low er 
grades or by retirem ent, or both. 
The 
General closes his letter by saying he does 
not like to see the number of general 
officers diminished, and thinks aspiring 
young colonels should not be cut off. 


General Raum, Commissioner of Interna 
Revenue, in opposition to the pending 
House bill on the reduction of the tobacco 
tax.

Congressman Schleicher, of Texas, died 
in Washington last night after a few days 
illness, lo some respects he was a remark­ 
able man. He bad a fine education, exerted 
considerable influence, and was deeply 
respected. Ile was the largest man in the 
House. One of his great hobbies was the 
appropriation of sufficient money to com­ 
plete all the public buildings in the United 
States, and to issue paper money expressly 
to pay tor the work. He wa9 fifty-five 
years old.

SCHLEICHER DEAD. 


W a sh in g to n , Jan. l l —Representative 
Gustavo Schleicher, of Texas, died last 
night at seven o’clock. This makes seven 
members of Congress who have died with­ 
in the past twelve months. He was afflict­ 
ed with pneumonia and erysipelas, and the 
best medical mea rn Washington could not 
relieve him. The death of Mr. Schleicher 
is a serious loss to the House, as he was 
one of its ablest members. He came here 
first as a member of the Forty-fourth Con­ 
gress utterly unknown, but very quickly 
attracted attention as a man of a singular­ 
ly clear head aud sound ideas in finance 
and other 
subjects, 
aud 
though 
he 
was 
modest 
aud 
unobtrusive in 
the 
House, 
aud 
had 
against 
him a somewhat unwieldy body, being, 
next to Senator Davis, of Illinois, the heav­ 
iest man in Congress, he rapidly gained In 
respect and influence which placed him 
among the leading men, and made his 
opinions valued by the best men on both 
sides. He was a German by birth, and a 
uuiveraity-bred man, civil engineer by 
profession, and bad been engaged on sev­ 
eral European railroads before be went to 
Tex*.**, ia the year 1847. 
He lived many 
years on the Texan frontier, and repre- 
senented the border district in Congress. 


G rea t (Storm In th reat B r ita in 
and on th e C o n tin en t. 


L ondon, Jan. IO.—There has been little 
abatement of the storm J during (the past 
twenty-four hours. To-day’s report from 
Aberdeen says the snow began to fall at 
midnight, and has continued ever since* 
At short intervals a fierce southeasterly 
gale springs up, which threatens to de­ 
molish everything which lies in its way. 
The sea is tremendously high along the 
coasts, and there is fear that disasters will 
be found 
to have occurred after the 
tempest 
subsides. 
There 
is 
a total suspension of communication by 
rail between Aberdeen and the North on 
account of the heavy snowdrifts. 
At Dundee there have been very heavy 
snow and sleet showers, accompanied by a 
southeasterly gale. The snowdrifts are the 
largest seen in many years. Communica­ 
tion has been entirely cut off between the 
mainland and Lewis. 
Un the Thames travel had to be entirely 
suspended. Ice is coming down the river 
in such quantities as to render navigation 
perilous. 
P a ris , Jan. IO.—The storm has not de­ 
creased, the wind being strong as when the 
disturbance arrived oq our coast. Traffic on 
all railroads has been 
suspended. The 
blockading of tracks by snow has inconven* 
fenced business people throughout the coun­ 
try, there being no way of reaching large 
business centers other than by rail. 
The 
British bark, from New York tor Bayonne, 
for several days off the coast at Bayonne, 
not being able to make port, has just ar­ 
rived at Sacoa Roads, having had to put 
ioto the nearest shelter in order to save the 
ship aud crew. 


Shoeing Horses. 
We have published several articles on 
this subject, wishing our readers to read 
the 7lew9 of 
different gentlemen, but 
without giving our own. Our practice al­ 
ways was to bhoe as little as possible, and 
in this we no doubt will have the support 
of every horse owner. As to the feasibil­ 
ity of not shoeing at all however, we are 
hot perfectly convinced. The Boston Jour­ 
nal contains the following on the subject 
which we publish for what it Is worth: 
The slipping of horses od the asphalt 
pavement in Loudon, has given rise to 
some discussion as to the proper form of 
shoes, whereupon a writer in the Times 
comes forward with the recommendation 
that no horse shoes at all be used ! He says 
he has constantly dispensed with them 
since 1852, adding: 
"I have owned over two hundred ani­ 
mals at one time, dedicated to all manner 
of purposes, draught, saddle and pack, and 
not 
one 
of 
them shod. 
Boms one 
will 
say 
that 
they 
worked 
over 
grass 
or 
sand. 
They 
did 
not, 
but over the roughest roads imaginable, in 
places excessively bad, and in others as 
disagreeably soft and heavy.” He gives 
bis experience in Brazil, where pack horses, 
without beiug shod, travel journeys of 
oyer eight hundred miles. Unshod horses 
are also used in Brazilian cities without 
slipping on the pavement. Of course, 
says the writer, if an owner were to poll off 
his horses shoes and at once ride him a 
long distance, he would find his horse go 
tender od all his feet; but were he to me 
him gently for a fortnight, and gradually 
let him feel his feet, keeping the edges of 
the hoof slightly rounded off with a rasp to 
prevent the ravelling up of the edges of a 
hoof, for the first time since colthood 
brought naked to the ground, he would be 
agreeably surprised. Occasional paring 
will always be needed, but the frog should 
not be cut. The writer thus anticipates an 
objection which will occur to many read­ 
ers: "Some one will be likely to eay that 
draught horses have to dig their toes into 
the grouod to start a load. Of course they 
have when they are shod. But the un­ 
shod horse starts with the flit of his foot, 
which affords him a mach larger and 
more holding surface, more holding be­ 
cause it is tougher aud rougher than a 
bright shoe.”

Facts About 165,000 Dead. 


F rom th e N ew Y ork S un. 
The effect of Ute different occupations 
on the average health and length of life of 
those engaged in them is always an inter* 
estlng study. In what trades and profes­ 
sions are the conditions such as to con­ 
duce to longevity, and in what ones are 
they of a sort to shorten the years ot 
those who pursue them ? 
During the thirty-lour years and eight 
months from May I, 1843, to December 
31,1877, there died in the State ot Massa­ 
chusetts 161,801 men of oyer 30 years of 
age, whose occupations were specified in 
the registry of their disease. The average 
age at which they died was about OI years. 
The number is so great and the period 
covered so long that. by the study of the 
classification or the employments ol those 
dead, we can get a fair idea of the com­ 
parative ages at which men in different 
occupations, and in an ordinarily healthy 
community, are swept away by death. 
Of all who died, the farmers or cultiva­ 
tors of the earth, attained the highe t av­ 
erage age, about 65^2 years, and «hey made 
up more than a film of the total number. 
It is obvious that farmers, as a class, not 
only in this country, but in others also, 
should live to a ripe age. 
Though their 
work is hard at some seasons, it is rarely 
driving labor of the kind to exhaust both 
nervous and muscular strength, and it 
keeps them in the open air. They are us 
u&ily freeborn the cares and anxieties 
about making a living which harass men 
living in cities, and they pass through life 
at a steady, even jog, so that, though many 
ot them have a wrenched diet, they are 
not carried to the graveyard until their 
heads are gray. 
Another thing which contributes to the 
long lives ot Massachusetts farmers espec­ 
ially Is the amel temperance of the great 
part of them, so far as alc' boite beverages 
are concerned, in the o<u days a good 
peal of Medford rum was consumed in the 
agricultural counties of Massachusetts and 
other New Eogland Stater. 
A barrel of 
that seductive drink was always on tap at 
the country store, and when ne laid in his 
sugar and tea he was likely to fill up his 
ram jug also, but now-a-days hard.cider is 
the strongest drink in whicn the majority 
of the farmers indulge. 
We must, howev­ 
er, bear rn mind that the farrnmg popula­ 
tion of New lEngiaud and 
most of our 
more thickly settled Northern States com­ 
prise just that cia0* of population which is 
naturally adapted 
to long 
life. 
The 
adventurous spirit9, the enterprising, the 
weaklings, and the disip&ud are not only 
averse to agricultural pursuits, and so make 
haste to leave the iarm behind them, but 
they are also ill-fitt?d to stand the rough 
labor and the monotony ol term lite. As a 
consequence, those who remain to till the 
soil are a selected lot of men who fit into 
the groove made for them; and that helps 
to prolong their year. 
The class next to - the farmers in the 
average of life is that called 
“active 
mechanics abroad,” such as brickmaker* 
carpenters, masons, tinners, |m ill wrights 
rigger*, calkers, slaters, and stonecutters; 
but the average age of the 12,OJO of t them 
who died rn Massachusetts during the 
period mentioned was much below that of 
the farmers. It was ODiy about 52% years,

OI all thrae out door 
trades the ship carpenters showed the high. 
ast ace—more than 59— and the slaters, 
who pursued a dangerous calling, the low­ 
est—about 40. The average age of a1* the 
others of these trades, except the stonecut­ 
ters and the brick-makers, we* about 51, 
and above the average of all the classes. 
Next to the active mechanics abroad 
come the professional men, whc ie average 
age at death was over 51. Of this class the 
longest lived were the Judges and Justices, 
proverbially celebrated tor their great 
years. They lived on the average to about 
64j£ years, and led all the trades and pro­ 
fessions in the matter of longevity, except 
the farmers, over 65, and those denominat­ 
ed as gentlemen, GS, the highest average 
age attained by any of the classes. 
The 
deaths in only six different occupations 
were at an age on an average above GO. 
They were, nrst, the gentlemen. 68; second, 
the farmers, 65; third, the Judges, 64; 
fourth, the lighthouse keepers, nearly 63; 
fifth, the basket makers, GI; and sixth, the 
pilots, oyer CO. 
Clergymen are the longest-lived men in 
some countries, but la Massachusetts they 
fell below all these six classes, the average 
age of the I,ICO of them who died during 
the thirty-four years fifing only a little 
above 59. Of the professional men the ?e 
set down as students died at the earliest 
age, the average being only about23 Next 
to the ministers came the pro!. >£ors, well 
over 57 years; the lawyers, al )ut 55 vear«; 
then the physicians, over 55 years;" then 
the public officei s, al nut 55. 
{Sheriff9, 
constables, and policemen died at the aver­ 
age age of 53, while editois and report­ 
ers, harassed with the duly of supplying 
the public with opinions and information, 
were gathered into t ie tomb before they 
had completed their 47:h year. The lives 
of comedians werea’ao shorf, hardly reach 
ing39 years on the average, and dentist9, 
tor what real on we know not, were cut 
down at an avenge age of 42. The artists 
also died early, their average age being 41 
years. The musi "jars lived only 42, and 
the teachers died at about the s me age on 
the average. 
In the matter of longevity the mer­ 
chants, financiers, agents and clerks come 
next after the protenional men and one of 
the classes included until r this head, that 
of gentlemen, exceeds all others in its av­ 
enge age, over 68 yens. 
The bankers, 
who lived on the average to more than 59 
years, were the nex.-loDgrst Jived of this 
class, and then come b. ok officers, neailv 
56; merchants, over 54; I ook eUers, about 
53; manufacturers, 52; and Innkeepers 
and brokers, each 59 yea; s. Toe shortest 
lived of their class were the telegraphers, 
who died at the avenge age ol 28. Clerks 
and bookkeepers are also succumbed early, 
dying at a little short of 3G. Railroad agents 
and conductors depart this lite on the av­ 
erage at about 40 years, wh !e saloon and 
restaurant keepers were laid away at 41. 
The classes whose years at death stood 
next in order were the active mechanics 
in shops and the teborers, of no special 
trades, the average of both being a little 
short of 48. Of thefflrst class the longest 
lived were the coopers, their average age 
at death being about 59. 
Next to them, 
the total abstinence people may be sur­ 
prised to learn, came the distillers, 58 years 
The following died at an age above the 
average for all the classes together.

The shortest-lived were the plumbers, 
whose average age at death was only 35J£ 
years. The trades in which the deaths were, 
on the average, under 40 years were the 
pail and tub makers, 3d; glas* blowers and 
makers and upholsterers, 38 ; cooks and 
trank makers, 39. The average age of the 
laborers was nearly 48; of servants, 39; of 
stevedores, 53; and of watchmen, 50; 
while the workmen in powder mills died, 
on the average, at 38. 
Next come those employed on the ocean, 
of whom there are many among the living 
population of Massachusetts. Their aver­ 
age at,death was about 47 years ; the fish­ 
ermen'dying at 42, the pilots at GO, and the 
seamen at 47. Following these are the in­ 
active mechanics in shops, whose average 
age at death was 44. They comprise! 
members of such trades as these of barbers, 
bookbinders, printers, and tailors. The 
ingest Jived were the basketmaker*, OI 


years, and the shortest lived the carvers, 
35 years. Printers, barbers and cigar mak­ 
ers also died under 40, on the average; and 
the sailmaker?, and clock and watch mak­

tobacconists got up to 50 
years, and 
the tailors and barnessmakers to 48 years. 
The class whose deaths took place at the 
lowest age were those set down as factors 
laboring abroad, such as baggage masters, 
brakemen, butchers, engineers and fire­ 
men, soldiers, and the like. There average 
of life was only 37 years, and of all, the 
brakemen were cut off the earliest, at a 
little past 2G 
The longest-lived were the 
light-house keepers, who are so often su­ 
perannuated men, and who died on the 
average at the comparatively ripe years of 
about 63. Next to them came the weighers 
and gaugers, and the sextons at 59; the 
drovers at 55; the ferrymen, usually pretty 
long lived, at 53; the wharfingers at 51,and 
the butchers at about the same age. Next 
to the brakemen, those who lived the few­ 
est years were the soldiers, 28; the chim­ 
ney sweepers, 34; the baggage masters, 35, 
and the engineers and firemen, 38. 
T ie 
peddlers attained, on the average, 46years, 
the expressmen, 42, and the teamsters, 40. 
Summmgtup ail these statistics, we find 
that during the last thirty-four years the 
longest lived n.eo in Massachusetts have 
been the gentlem en, so called, the men of 
wealth and leisure, who have lived on the 
average to the due old age of 68; and the 
shortest lived have been brakemen, pur­ 
suing aa exceedingly dangerous occupa­ 
tion, 26 years; if we except the students 
young men preparing for a profession,who 
died on the average at about 23 years. 
The death of about 4,000 females, em­ 
ployed as domestic?, in shops, in factories, 
and elsewhere, took place at the average 
age of 39 years. The longest lived were 
the nurses, 62 years, and the shortest lived 
the telegraphers, 24 years. The domestics 
average 45 > ears; the dressmakers, 43; the 
milliners. 39; the operatives, 28; the seam­ 
stresses, 40; the tailoresses, 49; the teachers, 
32; and the shoc-binders, 41 years.

Selecting Breeding Turkeys. 
While nil breeders, says the Poultry 
Journal, like to haye and breed "heavy 
weights," nod customers buying tar keys, ail 
call for large birds, it is a fact that for 
market purposes, moderate sized and even 
small turkeys, command a more ready sale 
than do large ones. We have watched the 
market for a few days past, and know this 
to be a fact. However, we do not wish to 
discourage breeders from running up the 
weights, even if they attain the much de­ 
voted weight of a fifty pound gobbler at 
three or four years old, for as long as there 
is a lively demand among breeders for 
heavy birds, let there De birds to supply 
that demand. To secure the best results in 
that direction, select an early ^batched,

The Oldest Performing Lion in the 
Country is no Bore—A Sketch of 
His Life. 


"Parker” is dead. The old lion, who 
season atter season, has been gazed upon 
by hundreds and thousands who 
have 
crowded to see Burr Robbins’ circus and 
menagerie, is no more. 
Yesterday after­ 
noon he breathed his last, old age and its 
infirmities haying weakened him so that 
death had an easy victory over him. 
He 
was a very large animal and was among 
the first performing lions eyer exhibited in 
this country. Ile was among the first ever 
tamed by Crocket, who conceived the idea 
that lions could bs made to submit to the 
rule of man, an Idea which was sneered at 
by even his friend?. Crocket 
however 
insisted on making the trial, and in spite 
of the warnings of friends entered the cage 
occupied by "Parker,” and other lions. 
"Parker” pounced upon him and a fierce 
struggle ensued, but Crocket came forth 
as conquerer. The lion got his revenge on 
man, however, and in 1802 he broke 
from his cage in A lley's amphitheater in 
London, where he was on exhibition, and 
pouncing upoa Jarvey. who was Crocket's 
assistant, seized the poor man’s throat with 
his tangs, and sucked the lifeblood from 
his victim. Not coatent with having killed 
his keeper, he tossed his limp and lifeless 
indy to and fro, as a cat would a dead 
mouse. 
When Crocket appeared on the 
scene 
‘ Parker” 
was 
still 
infuri­ 
ated 
by 
the 
taste 
of 
human 
blood and a tierce struggle ensued. Crocket 
procured blankets a n i saturating them 
with spirits, fastened them to long poles 
and set fire to them. 
By thrusting these 
hot Himes into the very face of the wild 
lion, the animal was frightened and made 
to skulk back into his cell where he was 
secure! "Parker” was afterwards safely 
housed in the Zoological Garden at London, 
Where he was visited by hundreds. 
The 
lion was brought to this country in 1SG3 in 
connection with the European circus, and 
at the sale of that concern in 1872 was pur­ 
chased by Mr. Robbins, who has owned 
him since. "Parker” has felt the infirmi- 
tlties of age for some months, and it has 
been with some difficulty, toward the last 
of the season, that he could mount the 
cage, on top of which he was always posed 
during the street parades. For Pie past 
few weeks he has grown feebler, and 
though his appetite kept good, the food did 
not seem to strengthen him, and worn out 
he at last closed his record.
